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THE TWO most obviously not- 
able results of the Histadrut elec- 
tion on Tuesday were that the 
Labour Alignment dropped by al- 
most 4 per cent, from 62 to 58 
at one end of the scale, and that 
at the other end, 1.7 per cent 
was polled by the Panthers, the 
protest list put forward by graups 
of Israel-born youths whose fam- 
ilies came from Movoeca in the 
early years of the state. 

the extent that it can still 
bo Identified, the Morocenn com- 
munity might now number around 
200,000 souls, at a rough estimate, 
of the 3,000,000 that make up 
the total population, This would 
mean the Panthers, again roughly 
speaking, took about a third of 
the Moroccan vote. It should 
be taken into consideration that 
many, particularly the skilled and 
factury workors of this commu- 
nity, are doing very well finan- 
cially, at this time of a shortage 
of skilled’ hands. 

One should conclude, therefore, 
that the Panther movement has 
fiven the younger sections of this 
community a feeling of identity 
and cohesion which they had 
lacked because many of them fail- 
ed to’ identify themselves fully 
with the population at large — 
which was not giving them 
thelr proper share of success and 
money. The Panthers have no spe- 
cifie polley except the demand 
for better jobs and job-training 
for school-leavers and returnin 
soldiers, and better living condi- 
tions for large families. 

_ Their original method of opera- 
tion was to obstruct traffic by 
means of demonstrations that 
often turned into violent fights 
with police (of whom a large pro- 
portion are also of Moroccan ori- 
gin) in order to make their exis- 
tenca known and felt. Now they 
have found a leader in Shalom 
Cohen, formerly the partner of 
Uri Avneri in the Olam Hazeh 
arty. Cohen, who was bor in 

and grew up in Egypt, is a 
more orthodox left-wing man than 
the Panthers with their very prac- 
tleal, direct demands: it was a 
easc of a politician without a 
following taking over prospcctive 
voters without political know-how. 

A relatively large proportion of 
Panther members hold no re-

The Panthers do not wish to opt 
out of the community, but to get 
in, and to have what they feel 
is their share of the communal 
amenities, If they succced, their 
party will immediately become 
superfluous. The education, la- 
bour, settlement and welfare min- 
istries have not known up to 
now how to solve the problems 
of underprivileged Moroccan 
youth. If they know the answers 
themselves there might now he 
some progress, and the_ main 
ueation may be whether Shalom 

‘cohen will be willing to concen- 
trate on Panther interesta, or 
whether he will try to employ 
their votes for hia own interna- 
tionalist-leftist purposes. 

The Likud, on the other hand, 
that was to startle us all, 
crept up Only marginally over the 
votes polled in 1969 by ‘its three 
constituent groups, Gahal the 
State Party and the Free Contre, 
despite ail the fonfore and the 
frontal battle fought by Aluf 
(Res.) Ariel Sharon. As with the 
Panthers, one may assume that 
the Likud has relatively more 
Prospective voters who are not 
in the Histadrut then does the 
Allgnment, and that they will 
therefore be able to muster some 
extra manpower for the Kneeset. 
Even in the Histadrut they did, 


in fact, pick up some extra vot- 
ers, for most of the original sup- 
porters of the State Party (which 
began as Rafi when Ben-Gurion 
left Mapai) have now returned to 
the Labour Party, to judge by 
voting figures from kibbutzim 
with a formerly Rafi vote. But it 
is nothing lke the blitzkrieg vic- 
tory of which Sharon may have 
dreamt, which could catapult the 
Likud into power by 1977. 


IF WE LOOK carefully, there is 
rently quite a different surprise. 
It was in 1965 that the Align- 
ment lost heavily, when Mapal 
co-opted Ahdut Ha'avoda into 
partnership for fear of dropping 
below its modest ὅδ᾽ per cent mn- 
jority in the Histadrut, and then 
polled only a disappointing 51 be- 
cause of the defection of the 
Rafi group. The, loss then was 
over 10 per cent, and the 62 
per cont obtained by the Align- 
Ment in 1969, after the Labour 
Keone Bae reunites again ert 
also a sharp . πιρπ ται 
to 1965 and 1969 The shrinking 
process has slowed down, espe- 
cially as it seems likely that 
numbers of Labour members did 
not wish the Histadrut Secratary- 
Genoral, Yitzhak Bon-Aharon, to 
Appear too successful, and voted 
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instoad for the Jlberal and reli- 
gious fabour groups. These hoth 
show αὶ surprising aud unexpect- 
ed ‘increase, 

The Likud’s chanees cannot 
have been improved by the fact 
that Shmuel Tamir bolted from the 
union on polling day, when elec- 
tlon advertisements for his Free 
Centre again appeared in the 
press, and then announced later 
in the evening that he intended 
after all to join. While he has 
been protesting all along that 
Horut and its leader, Menahem 
Begin, did not want him in — 
which may well be true —- Gahal 
now claims that it ia Tamir who 
has changed his mind and be- 
lieves he could da better outside 
the Likud. Even if the group 
lasts until the Knesset elections, 
they say, Tamir is likely ta be 
planning a second departure 
afterwards, when he will collect 
his members from the joint Hat 
and set up on his own onee more. 


THERE ARE other points of in- 
terest. An analysis of voting 
patterns in 28 towns shows that 
the Alignment did best in older, 
well-established and comparatively 
well-to-do places such as Zichron 


. Yaacov (6 Rr cent), Safad (67 
a 


per cent}, hariya (62) or ao 
carefully organized new town like 
Carmiel (68), where no immi- 
grant was settled unless he had a 
proper = job. The Alignment 
polled lowest in poor towns like 
Ramileh (46.6) and neighbouring 
Lod (48.6) In Lod, where Ma- 
roccan newcomers were moved 
into abandoned Arab housing at 
a time of peak immigration, con- 
ditions have remained bad, and 
the Panther vote is at its highest, 
reaching 11 per cent. Ramleh with 
much better houses was settled 
mainly by immigrants from East- 
ern Kurope and the Panther vote 
there is only 1.5 per cent. 
Jerusalem, always a Herut 
stronghold, gave 33 per cent to 
the Likud, up one point from 1969 
and only 51 to the Alignment, 
down one point. The Panthers 
had over 7 per cant in Dimona 
and Beersheba, with their large 
Morocean communities, and both 
towns Jatecomers ἰὼ affluence.

GENERALLY. SPEAKING, — the 
jattern has been shaken up & 
ittle, though it is only in Lod 
and Ramleh that the Alignment 
actually dropped below the 50 per 
cent mark. In 1069 the <Align- 
ment losses in the Histadrut were 
attributed to Aharon Becker's lack 
of initiative. This year’s joas may 
be due in turn to Ben Aharon's 
high-pressure initiatives which 
have not heen too well recaived 
in the Labour organization, 

On foreign affairs the serious 
differences of opinion are prac- 
tleally all accommodated within 
the Alignment itself, from Lyova 
Eliav, who would Ike to help 
build a Palestinian state in the 
West Bank, to Mordechai Surkias, 
who would like to build an Iarae 
state there. Even on domestic at- 
fairs there are no great diffe- 
rences between the major parties. 
For years the Herut economic 
experta like Yohanan Bader ex- 
pended most of their energies on 
fighting the Histadrut as such, 
while Tarnir’s first Nentenant, Bhie- 
zer Shostak, headed a small right 
wing labour organization for He- 
rut. Now they are part of the or- 
ganization they opposed. 

Housing, and especially rental 
housing, an incomes policy and 
not only education but the gen- 
eral state of morale of the young- 
er generation have become the 
real issues, and they are being 
disregarded almost equally by both 
blocs, or at lenst not being 
attacked with the same vigour 
and inventiveness that won aur 
wars.

Israel remains a backwater on the 
drug scene, brought me up to 
date on San Mateo High School, 
in a ‘location I remember well 
Many years ago, as a tranquil 
suburb of San Francisco. 

“Six per cent of those high 
school seniors have used heroin,” 
he said. 


HE HIMSELF, one can _ safely 
assume, was neither an addict nor 
a dropout when he started medi- 
tniing three-and-a-half years ago. 
What was his motivation? 

“I wondered whether thore 
might not be more to life than 
work and what is called pleasure; 
also, I began to questlon who I 
am, and why I am here...” Since 
none of these queries has ever 
occurred to me, I asked about 
the results. 

“It took me over.a year to 
adjust — and I was quite em- 
barrassed at first, I used to hide 
TM reading material inside other 
books... But then I found I was 
working much better. Wheroas 
bofore I would jump from prob- 
lem to problem without getting 
anything done, or find myscl 
pressured and incapacitated by 
deadlines, I noticed that after 
starting to meditate, I began 
working efficiently and _effec- 
tively — and tasks that I'd tend- 
ed to postpone sumehow ‘got 
themselves done’. 

“And then, when I re-read 
Plato — yes, of course in Greek 
— I understood meanings that 
had completely escaped me 
earlier, The same happened in 
my enjoyment of music.” 

T asked dubiously if Dr. Kanel- 
lakos’ boyish looks and manner 
might also spring from TM. 

“Don't laugh,” he said, “but 
you should see pictures of me 
taken five years ago.

IN CONTRAST to the other two 
plays so evidently able to stand on 
their own feet, Gorky's “Enemies” 
may well be tackled on the basis 
of Its pecullar Ruxsianness. It ls en- 
cased in an apparatus of chronolo- 
gical table, publishing ‘history, and 
preface on the historical and socio- 
logical background to the play's 
composition jn 1905-1006: some of 
It quite neceysary to coniprehension. 
The chavocters thenaelves spond 
much -time on the business and state 
of being Russlan rather than any- 
thing else. The “enemies” are the 
arlatocrats and the workers in the 
elass-atruggie. Both sides try to do 
away with the situation by means 
more or less sanguinary, aod mure 
or less well attuned to the nature 
of the case. The workers are unit« 
ed, the aristocrats internally split; 
therefore the workers will win (as 
in fact they did). 

This was ἃ courageous play to 
write in 1905. In consequence, it 
Ingists rather. Only the workers 
have, aS a group, any real senye of 
the position; the other side clamp 
heavy inconsistent European Ltheo- 
rles onto a specificaily Russian situ- 
atten. Thelr one representative to 
understand, though not the only one 
to sympathise, 15 an actress of 
Plebelan origins, a fairly minor 
character, who longs “to throw arm- 
fula of words, throw them boun- 
teously, ahundantly, terrifyingly.., ao 
that the people ore set alight by 
them.”

In 
hat play the sociological explane- 
ton — effete aristocracy giving way 
to a bustling bourgeolsle descended 
fron. sorfs -- is offered as the easy 
way out, the account of the altuation 
which relieves ona from having to 
face the fact that ali the charac- 
tera ore weal, wacertain, mieerabic 
people. No doubt to those involy- 
ea tha dssues in 1905 seemed per- 
feotly clear, but Gorky, by in- 
sigting’ that they actually were so, 
presents us more with a highly 
actable outline than with a fully 
developed play.

ERNEST HEMINGWAYs THE 
NICK ADAMS STORIES (N.Y. Ban- 
tam, 246 pp., 11,93), collected here for 
the firat time (hardback publication 
in the U.S. last year), have long 
been regarded by devotees as con- 
talning some of hin best and moat 
durable work. Sixteen in all appear- 
ed during his Lifetime, but after he 
shot himself 12 years ago his widow 
found another eight among his 
Papers. These she gave, free, to the 
Hrneat Hemingway Foundation, and 
they appear now chronologically in- 
tegrated into the canon, providing 
for the faithful all they are ever 
going to get of the author's first 
ero.

WHEN URI RON, now a major 
in the army, was a first-grader 
in a Haifa slum, he tried to aa- 
sembie guns in the corner of the 
old hut where his father, a rail- 
road worker, repaired stoves in 
his aparece time. Rut Uri never 
had all tho parts he needed, nor 
the know-how to put them to- 
ether --- until several yeara 
ater, in 1949, when the Techni- 
ἐπὶ Clubs for Youth opened a 
elub in his neighbourhood. 

Uri was one of five Technical 
Clubs’ “graduates” whom I met 
recently in Haifa. All five, and 
hundreds of others throughout 
the country, took their first steps 
toward technical or engineerin: 
eareers during those after-schoo 
club sessions. All still keep in 
close contact with the clubs; in 
fact, in the oldor ones, 80 per 
cont of the instructorn were once 
memhoera themselves. 

"In those days,” Uri snid, "the 
elubs attracted us because the 
work was so hard, Our Instruc- 
tors had to salvage clectric wiring 
from factory junk piles se we 
would have something to work 
with. We actually took it apart, 
fixed whatever was wrong, and 
used it, But 1 think the clubs 
are even more attractive today, 
now thut they have power tools 
and electronic equipment.” 

The movement started humbly 
enough with n club founded by 
ἃ vohinteer freer in Hadar Ha- 
earmol shortly after the War of 
Independence. Today, Technical 
Clubs for Youth -- now funded 
by the Mintatries of Education 


Centre in Kiryat Motzkin Where 
the Technical Club is ho’ 
alao with us. nid, wan 

"I object to emphasizing 
social service aspect too much," 
he said. “Especially in areas like 
ours, where the social problems 
aren’t that great. But we do have 
some kids who are helped by the 
local Welfare Bureau. When they 
have to pay for materials for 
models they've made, the Welfare 
Bureau refunds them the: money. 
We also have IL2 a month dues 
at our Centre, but anyone who 
ean’t pay can come and talk to 
me about it, and of course we 
make arrangements.” 

The Youth Centre, incidentally, 
— built up from the Technical 

uD. 


“When we opened the club, 
there were so many applicants 
that we had to divide them Into 
different ‘oups on different 
days. But sinca they had nothing 
to do on those afternoons when 
they didn't come, they would turn 
up to watch the others work. So 
we decided to add more activi- 
ties: sports, arts and crafts, social 
activities and so on. But about 
90 per cent of the Centre’s mem- 
bers are in the Technical Club 
programme, whatever else they 
may do there.” 

During his first few years in 
the club, the youngster is taught 
basic work sklile according to a 
fixed programme: wood and metal 
work for the boys, and for any 
girls who want, ceramics and 

andicrafts for the rest of the 


‘Some people say we should put 
all our energy into the Kelet 
programme instead of into the 
after-school clubs. But I explain 
that if we hove more afterschool 
eluba and get these youngsters 
into them early enough, we won't 
need Kelot. Kids who come to 
our clubs don’t wander around 
the strects and therefore don't 
cross the borderline to where 
they need Kelet.”

If we find 
them fast enough, we have a 
good chance. But if they've de- 
teriorated too far, It's almost 
imposaible." 

As part of the annual summor 
competitions, the boya launch 
rockets they have made in the 
clubs.

Other competitions include the 
sailing of their model boats dur- 
ing a two-day camp session at- 
tended by more than 1,500 club 
members this year.

At home, records can only be 
enjoyed to the full on a atereo 
player of good quality, the loud- 
speakers placed at the right 
height and the right angle in a 
well-proportioned room. If the

In modern soclety, it is diffi- 
cult to pay proper attention to 
evorything: economic conaidera- 
tions are paramount. If an orches- 
tra uses a small hall because 
it cannot fill a larger one, its 
sound volume will be too large 
for it; if a great soloist is giv- 
ing a recital, he fills a large con- 
cert hall, but only a privileged 
few wil have seats that allow 
them to get real pleasure out of 
his playing. 

Smaller halls — with a capacity 
of up to -a thousand — are 
acoustically a much better all 
round proposition than large ones 
with a capacity of 3,000, for the 
problems increase with size. 

Sound travels straight and it 
bounces back when it meets a 
surface, If there are obstacles in 
the way (pillars, corners, steps), 
the sound is deflected and can 
create trouble. Too little reflec- 
tlon dulls the sound; too much 
of it creates echo, disturbing the 
clarity of reception. The shapes 
and surfaces of stages and halls 
determine sound characteristics. 
Refraction, absorption, reverbera- 
tion, resonance are only a few of 
the technical details the archi- 
tect has to worry about. However 
brilliant his design, the ultimate 
success of his work is determined 
by the construction of the floors 
and ceilings, the walls and 
windows and doors, and the ma- 
terials used to cover them, 


REVERBERATIONS range from 
1.2 to 2.5 seconds, with 1.7 to 
1.9 considered the best for 
musical sound. Below that, the 
acoustic qualities of 6 hall are 
“dead”; above this average, too 
much sound blurs the clarity,

When I plied some architect 
friends with questions on the 
subject, I was handed some very 
learned books full of statistics, 
curves, Braphs, and tables listing 
the properties of sound — rever- 
berations, energy, phons, decibels, 
watts and what-not; the absorp- 
tlve quality of materials; more 
statistics, curves, graphs, etc. 
Having gotten well and truly lost 
in all this technical stuff, I 
would ask point blank: What 
makes ἃ concert hall a good con- 
cert hall? The answer was either 
a long lecture which left both of 
us more bewildered than ever, or 
the plain statement, “We really 
don't know!" 

In fact, any and every con- 
cert hall designed in our time has 
been proclaimed as the acoustic 
perfection in halls. But onee the 
musiclang have moved in and 
started to play, defects of alt 
kinds have leapt to the ear. 

Some instruments project their 
sounds more or less parallel to 
the floor —- string groups, for 
example, and flutes; but the cello 
projects upwards, Some groups 
play into the audience, somo into 
the orchestra. All this hos an 
acoustic bearing. Oboes and clari- 
nets play downwards to the 
Moor, the bassoon and the tuba, 
> towards the cefling. Trumpets 
play straight ahead, trombones 
alightly bent to the fl 
horns into the back of the stage. 
The shape of an instrument — 
whether it is cylindrical or coni- 
eal — affects the character and 
volume of its sound considerably. 
The percussion instruments add 
to the complications, 

Then there are the piano, the 
harp, choirs, And the other side 
of the footiights. Whether the 
hall js empty, half full or pack- 
ed; whether people are wearing 
summer dresses or winter 
clothes; whether the air is dry 
or humid, All these factors have 
to 'be taken Into consideration in 
Gerigning and building a concert 

all.

He called his own teacher, and 
IT went to him for lessons every 
other day for six months.” 
‘As an Indirect result, Yossi 
sang [or four seasons in Vienna, 
one as Zorba and three in “Fid- 
dler on the Roof.”

KITTEN flew over the garden

The occasion was a cast party 
for a new Israell play. ‘The Last 
Treatments,” which opens tomor- 
row night at the Haifa Municipal 
Theatre, was written by A.B. Ye- 
hoshua, a slxth-generation, Jeru- 
salem-born sabra, whose previous 
play, “A Night in May,” ran for 
τὰ performances four years ago. 

Directed by Oded Kotler, “The 
Last Treatments” stars Yadin as 
Herman, a bookshop owner who, 
Yossi explains, “has sold his store 
because people are no longer in- 
terested in buying and reading 
books. They only care about get- 
ting book-purchase receipts for in- 
i come tax deductions. Herman de- 
, eides to give his books to the 
local university — presumabl: 
Halfa — but even there, he is 
thwarted: the university clerk 
tries to talk him out of the gift, 
insisting that nobody really wants 
them.’ 

To the implied charge that Is- 
raelis are concerned more with 
materialism than with culture, Ya- 
din comments: ; 

“Let's not make generalizations. 
But the fact is, I remember how 
proud we were in the old daya, 
ten to 15 years ago, and how im- 
pressed tourists were, that when 
you walked along a street in Tel 
Aviv, there was a booksh every 
50 or 100 metres. Go to Tel Aviv 
today and you'll hardly see one. 
Dizengoff Street had 20 or 30 

stores. Now it has pizzerias 
and steak bars. We all suffer from 
this state of affairs.”
